- This putting on of Chr/ft is properly ſo called, .or 
by a borrowed: ſpecch , the proper putting on: of 
Chriſt is, whenwe do by an aftianced 'knowledge, 
and by conſequent afteftions come more and more 
to be vnited with Chriſt. As menare eftranged from 
Chriſt by ignorance, Ephcſz4. fo by knowledge (fuch 
as isin truth and affetme) they come-+to haue con- 
iunGion with him : by faith: hee dwelleth in our 
hearts, and wcin him.

mercifull God, whoſcanger before threarned. vs for 
{inne; nothing beginneth, nothing continueth this 
Vnion, but faith : There is aſccondary/non, wherc« 
by the ſoule cleaueth moreand more vnto God, now 
. reconciled vnto itz and thisis done by meanes of the 
aftcions abouenamed, andthe like, &c. - -— . 

Now this preſuppoſeth the former: for were it. not 
for this precedent wrion of faith,we ſhould flyefrom 
God asa conſuming fire, yea thoughweknew him, 
and thathe is a gracious God. in himlſelte, yer: with 
thoſe vnbeleeuing ſpirits we ſhould tremble. - 

Now weare ſaid toputon Chriſt improperly , by ' 
imitation, as a man is ſaid to puton the perlon of 
ſixchan one, whominhis geſture and otherwiſe hee 
repreſenteth. And thus when we do by knowledge,8 
faith, &holy affe&ions, &godly imitation,ſo grow vp

. How few are they, that labour for that. confidence in 
his promiſes, which might ſertle their hearts quietly 
| — his grace! But who almoſt of belecuers doc 
tyeChriſtmore neerecly to them , by working their 
affeRionstowards him, labouring to feele him their 
lone, hope, joy? the want whereof maketh Chriftians 
faith ſoweake, that when the winde and ſtorme of 
ouertake chem, they thinke Chrift- is ta- 

ken from them. For though theſc aftetions come 
from4aith, yerthey arc davghrers, which ſirengthen 
theirmocher whenſhe is aflailed. | 

The wofullpratice of Paprffsis hence diſcoucred: 
for they faile in the thing to pur on, and in putting it | 
ont : Chriſt alone they put noton: their faith is on | 
my: Lady; SPeter, S.Paul,on theirowne rightcouſnes, | 
,workes;penall fatiſfaQtions, Popes Pardons,&c. 
Objet#. Tjbur they hold Chrif. | ; 

Af. As onehaning his hand fullof this, orthart, 

cannot catch hold of a rhird thing, but hee loſerh 

chat hold he'had of the former : So heere ſecking fal 

uationin Semis, and themſclues, and the Churches 

Treaſury, they fall from (krif, Now, for their Farth, 

xs abare knowledge, without confidence-thathee 
TJouedthem, and gave himfelte for them. 'Faith-is " 
preſumption, 
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preſumption, ſay they. Their faith maketh them like 
to ſuch, who carry garments vnder cheiFarmes , bur - 
leauethem to others to pur on: ſo they coment them -

Their reafon is fodepraned andipererred they think 
there is nofhame in ir: So-heere our ſpiritaall! chit 
difhneſfe., or madneffe makerh vs nor refpe& our 
fpiriruall nakednefle., fo:farre as croremewour care of 
pucring or Chriſt daily... 
-- Manyin adorning the body are excefſige, it is a 
yeere before they ca haue done indreſſing them- 
{claes, andhalfe thecareof mer is about the backe, 
bur they: haue not wiſedome once to'thinke of ger- 
ting their ſoules araied with Chriſf, and} his image. 
But let vs nordecciuc our ſelues; glory is but an 
vpper garment: if we be' foundinaked of this cloa- 
thing, we ſhall neuer be oner-(hadowed with that 
glory-: Nay, Chriſtſhallſay; Tzke rhut gueſt without a 
wedding rarment, caſt hims into unquenchable fire.

20.:1f youhaue learned Chriſt,as the truth is in him, 
youbaue fo learned him, as toput off the-old man: 
Epheſc4.for the putting on of Chriſt doth tranſforme 
vs into his image, 1.Cor.2. As the.Aire darke in it 
ſelfe. ouerſpred with the light of the Sunne,becom- 
meth inlightned.

- ::Againe, weſce;, .that further-then old apparellis 
put off, newcannot be put on. Beſides that, other

If we well marke our ſelues, we may trace all our 
Finnesto this begioning: viz.ournot being cloathed 
with Chriſt. Were our hearts ſo true to him, as th 
#hould be, weſhould go ſafe, vndefiled by all the 


Jurements of thisworld; as a womaniouing her huſ- 
band loyally,is ſafe,thoughſhe meete with follicitors 
+70 vnchaſtity. | x 
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Which ſeructhto deietthe vaine preſumptions 
of many, who thinke that Chriſt is quickly learned 
ſufficiently, if they canthe Creed, the Lords Prayer, 
haue Chriſtendome, be orderly Church-men , re- 
ceiue at Eeſtz,zthey think this is Chriſtianity enough: 
as for putting off of Juſts, to which naturally thei 
hearts encline, they thinke it needlefle,and that God, 
who hath made, and knoweth our natures, doth not 
expe& we ſhould be freed from that, which is by na« 
ture in vs : Bnt this is to get our Jeflon by rote. Hee 
that crucifieth not his naturall {infull inclinations, 
hath no vntonnor communion with Chrift: Yea,ſee- 


ing theſe go together, ſuch muſt feare, whofauour 


themſclues in theirluſts, when the deuill ſhall winde 
this dart againſt them: Suchas are Chriſts,they cru- 
cifie their luſts , but thou haſt ſpared, and lo- 
ued to haue thine vntoucht. Well, -irwill make vs 
ſhake the head,they will bemore bitter in their after- 
ſorrow, then euer they were pleaſant, whilethey were 
taſted. 

But if any weake ſoule ſhould thinke, becauſe they 
fecle ſinne raging inthem, and themſelues captiue to 
it, that therefore fin is not mortified im them, they 
muſt know, that it is one thing not-haue their ſinnes 
mortified, and anotherthing norto feele any ſtirring 
and mouing of it in them.

diſlolued, hee hath mortified his ſinne, though the 
deuil and {tance ſhould neuer ſo viurpe,and tyrannize 
in him. 7 

Paul was crucified tothe world, and yet he felc 
ſwneviurping over him, and leading him captive, 


 Gal.6. compared with Roman. The voluntary fubicCti- 


on to it, mortification preſently cauſeth to ceaſe: 
the involuntary ſuffering of it, is ſucceſſuely 
diminiſhed , but neuer till death totally remoued: 
whereforc in the ſecond place let vs reſiſt all luſts, as 
cuer wewill aſſure our ſelues, we are truely in Chriſt. 
Whart aſhame is .it for Chriſtians,not to have power 
ouer their inordinate luſting in meates and drinkes, 
when.adog will be trained to ſtand vpon a Table, 
and touch nothing, which is not gwen him? How 
ſhall we thinke they pertwade themſclues truely that 
Chriſt hath-ſhed his bloud for them , who cannot 
forbeare a ſuperfluous cup for his ſake, when their 
ſtomakes are before charged with more then e- 
nough? If a companion come in, though it were at 
their mouth, they would thence pullitand yeeld to 

Againe, Zft 15-not ſatiſhed, when ſerued. VVhat 
was Awnon the better when he had got his will of 
his ſiſter by violence? Nay.the very luſting tor a thing 
maketh a good man, that he dare nottouch it, when 
now itis preſent. VWhen Dawd had a months minde 
to the water of Berblehem , hee wouldnot touch it, 
whennowit was bronghtvnto him. VVhat toy could 
a good mantake; whoihould get 2am and Wi 
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with murmuring, and inordinate luſting> And thus 
in generall. 

More particularly, we muſt note, what is the pro- 
perty of one in Chriſt : not to be a hartbinger aud 
purueyor, making prouiſion to fulfill his finfull luſts: 
{tn hath not willing obeyſance performed to it; You 
that are vndet grace,ſin raigneth notin you, Rem.6. 
Bur to conceiue of this the more fruitfully, we muſt 
open the difference betwixt the ſinning of one in 
Chriſt, and onethat hath no true fellowſhip with 
him; which we may-confider : firſt, intheir diſpoſiri- 
ons before {ine : fecondly,while they are in {inving; 
thirdly,after fin accompliſhed. 

Firſt, before fin,a true Chr/t/a7 doth not plot and 
ſet downe with himſelfe aduiſedly in afintull courſe; 
but he intendeth to walke vprightly before his God; 
{in cloſeth with him beſides his purpoſe. The wicked 
ores in their beds deuiſe their miſchiefes Aticah 2.1. The 
godly are taken at vnawares, Gal.6.t. Look as one 
trauailing inſlippery waies,cannot bur {lide and fall 
ſometimes, yet he doth not purpoſcly ſer himſelfe 
| aboutit; ſo do the godly mi their wates of finning. 
The wicked, who do itwith full will, hauc greater re- 
ſolution and delight,while they are a working it,cthen- 
the godly can haue. The Scripture faith, that the 
wicked hardneth his face, he will not be abaſhed in his 
coarſe, but will go thorow : A Phraſe taken from a 
trauailer, who ſts his face againſt the ſtorme , and 
will ou his way what weather focuer commeth. Thus 
Pharach : thus that Ichoram of 1(racl, who would, 
when two fifties were conſumed, fend a third. 


Againe, fine is fGycet to them, as a looting vnder 
C2 their 
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their tongues; for-itis their meate and drinke to haue 
their wils; asitis a godly mans'to dothe will of his 
Facherin heauen. Now thoſe, who haue a contrary 
ſpirit, cannot be (o relolute, and entire in following 
A, nor taſting any ſuch dclight in it. I ſpeake compa- 
ratiucly : For as they cannot fo reſolned!y do the 
good they would , becaule (in luſteth againſt grace: 
ſo they are but halte of them in ſin,becauſe the Spirit 
of grace luſteth againſt fin in them.Dauid in his haſte 
would kill and flay ; Abizails ſpeech charmeth him : 


when he had now committed {tnnes of infirmity,V a- 


_ #hans ſpeech doth reclaime him. And doubtlefſe,the 


experience of all Gods children will confirme , thar 
{inneis bura bitter ſweet; while the Law of grace vp- 
braidesthem in doing ir. 

Secondly, aiter rhat finne is attempred', if it 
be not executed, the wicked gricuc, ſleepnot, Pro. 44 
For-as'a man faſting , for wanr of comfortable va- 
pours, ſuch as nourithment{endeth-vp to the braine, 
cannotileep: ſo theſe wanting that, which is as bread 
and meate to them, are kept waking through the 
vexation of 'it, But the godly defeated doat length. 
when the fit is alittle off, atleaſt bleſſe God with Da- 
uid : Bleſſed bee God, thy ſelfe, and thy counſell, that ' 
hath kept me from (heddinz of bloyd. Tf it be accom- 
pliſhed; the wicked,they makea ſport of it, are glad 
they haue their wils, paſſe trom it impenitently. E/as 
contemned his birthright, when he had prophanely 
fold it.VVhen Cam had done his murther;he ſaid; 4m 
I my brothers keeper? Whereas the godly, their hearts 
{mite them,. they go forth and weep with Peter. For 
as. mcate ynwholelomegaken into a ſtomake , _ 
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hath ſtrength of nature , cauſeth cither ſickneſle or 
vomite : {o where there isthe lite of grace, this poy- 
{on of {tn once taken downe, cannot but make a licke 
ſoule. - 

The vie of which is to ler vs fee their fearetull 
eſtates, whoſe courle is to plot reuenges, couctous | 
reaches, to ſet meetings of good-tellowſhip, not 
letting men follow their Callings quietlyg but prouos- . 
king them to ioyne in company : Such, who are wil- 
| fully bent: Such, ascan brag, when they haue met 
with one in way of reuenge; can tell, with delight,oh, 
how merry they were! and repeat their vaine delights 
gladly ; ſometimes their finfull villanies : Thatthey 
haue laid vp -ſucha one. Such, as when they haue 
made a Conny of one in bargaining,can drink a pint 
vpon it : Such, as when they haue diſhonouredthoſe 
they ſhould obey, can brag, how they ſtood to them, 
and held them vp. Theſe wretches hauenot, as it 
ſeemeth, any ſparke of grace , who can ſo well con- 
co their {innes. 

Secondly, this may comfort vs , who finde thefe 
fipnes in vs, that we have fellowſhip with Chriſt: 
though ſfinnc dwell in vs, yet we do nor purpoſel 

Told a courle in it, wilfully and delightfully CE 
in it, and go away with it remorceleſle. - 

Obiec?. But one may heere obie&, that wicked 
ones do nor continue, and fore-deſigne all the finnes 
they commit: Secondly,that they finne with reluQta- 
tion,and as /udas had,haue their after-gricte : Third- - 
ly, againe : Godly ones ſometimes haue deepe fer- 
ches AM bringing ſin about; as Daw, in comp: (ing, 
@xcoucring his Fl with _—_—_ And the fonne - 
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of 7acob, What a ſtrange winde-laſe did they take to 
bring about their ſauage murther? It ſeemerth they 
may adde wilfulneſſe to their finning. Good Aſa, 
though God followed him with fore ſickneſfle , yer 
would not ſeck to him, but to the Phyſicians. Yea, 
they may be vnrepentant after {inne : Forthe ſonnes 
of 7acob did ſtoutly carry out their barbarous fact: 
Shall our ſiſter be made awhoreterc. # - 
Anſ. Firſt: for wicked ones,though they purpoſe 


- notthis , or that particular ſin: yet to follow their 


owne vnrenewed minde and will, they alwaies pur- 
pole. 4% vi 
Secondly, They ſinne with reluQation ingroſler 
crimes, ſuch as the world do note; butthe righteous 


man in lefler, ſuch as no man can challenge him for. 
The naturall man hath a reluQation betwixt the rem- 
-nants of nacurall lighe, and morall inclination of the 


will onthe one fide, and the enormous abcrration of 
his ſenſaall wilfulne(ſe on the other : But the godlies 
reſiſtance is betweene a new diuine quality in iudge- 


ment, will, and affeQions wrought by the Spirit of 
. Chriſt, onthe one fide; and-the remainders of our 


native corruption on the other: He bath —_—_—— 


bur iris in ſuch crimes, as nature her ſelte, lefle cor- 


rupted, iudgeth reproachfull: Whereas the godly 


mans greefe is euen in $00d duties, that fin willnot 
let him do them, as he would. Againc, the naturall 
mans griefe is, becauſe of miſeries in Name, Bodie, 


orotherwiſe.,, which his offence hath. bred to him : 


The godly man grieueth atthe evill ir ſelfe of ſinne, 


andatrthe offence of his God diſpleafed wirh x. 


Thirdly, to the exceptions of Gods children, 1 
vs, anſwer: 


hn he 
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anſiver : Firſt, we ſpeake nor of what Gods children 
do, when now they ſlide through infirmity, or are 
fallen into a ſpirituall ſficknefle ; but how it is with 
them, when they are themſelaes through grace, ac- 
cording as they are regenerated and new creatures. 
Secondly, I fay there isa great difference : The god- 
ly man doth thus, butnort cotally as the wicked. As 
it is with a {ick man, ſoit 1s with him , who is out of 
his naturall Conſtiturion, fo farre as the diſcaſe , or 
ſick cauſe hindreth and peruerteth the order of na- 
ture : Sothe godly man having received the Divine 
nature, dothnot do thus according to his new being 
in Chriſt, but according as his ſtate is troubled by the 
fickerelickes of fin, which ſtill dwell in him. Againe, 
we muſt diſtinguiſh betwixt the generall courſe, and 
particular action, out of-which ground the aboue- 
named particulars may be ſatiſhed : For they were 
done of them, now flidingthrough weakeneſle, or 
_ declining into {ickneſle,as in Aſa: ſecondly.they were 

done not of their whole man, bur of thar ſick matter 
which did trouble their Conſtitution, and Diaine 
Nature they had received. Thirdly, theſe were par- 
ticular a&ts, in compariſon of their generall courſe. 
Dautid now fallen into adultery, and downe vaderthe 
fit of ſinne, did defigne that murther; but he was ta- 
ken by a wandring eye, without any premeditate in- 
eention to offend; ſo the other in anger,though while 
the ſharpe fir ſtill continued ,they could not but deniſe 
a way of reuenge. 

 Aſa's and Salomons were long fickneſles, into which 
they fell, preuented by frailty , beſides their purpoſe 
(I meane) their courſe in fin they held im, which fo 


= 
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farce forth as the fit, or working of lurking corrupri- 


on did aQually getthe better of Grace, they added 
wilfulneſſe to their courſe : but this was, when now 
they were by infirmity overtaken, and fallen into {ick- 
neſle, and fo far forth, as the mouing of ſicke matter, 


thatis,of remaining corruption, got the ypperhand. 


The ſons of /acob were impenitent, when they made 


that anſwer:for their choler-was not yet cooled;wrath 


was ſtill vp, and godly wiſedome downe : But they 


- were not{o.in ordinary courſe, nor when they were 


themſclues not tranſported with ſo violent paſſion: 
neither is itto be thought, but when their bloud was 
now cold , before the renewing of the Coucnant, 
which preſently followeth , they did repent. As for 
Dauias fa&, beſides thatall aboue may bee applyed 
to it, he was abuſed by flattery; the right was doubt- 
full, once affirming, another denying : :Hee did,no 
doubt, though not direQtly in reuoking wholly that 
former grant,make Mephiboſheth amends,ſo far torth 
as he grew ſecured of his innocencie, 

The laſithing to be marked is, that hee, whoput- 
reth on Chriſt, is not forbidden ſimply to care for 
thefleſh, bur fo farre forth as it luſteth -inordinartely. 

Concerning luſts; obſerue , -rhatnor care of the 


- outward man, but onely then, when it finfully luſterh, 
$5 forbidden a Chriſtian man. No man hateth his 


wn fleſh; That God, who commandeth vs not to 
Kill, doth bid vs not to bewanting to our liues,in pro- 
curing ſuch things as ſerue forthe iuſt comfort of 
them: Yea, a Chriſtian Charter is large this way; 
All things are pure wntothe pure: God hath created 
Mine, aswellas water ;.things of delight, as well as 


neceſlity:

neceſſity; and the man of God, who ſhould be cx- 
emplary for ſobriety, is allowed a cup of wine forthe 
benefit of his ſtomack, 1.7.5.2 3. But when deſires 
grow beyond the bounds of Nature and Grace,they 
are not to be ferued. | 4 

Obie. Heere it will be asked, how weknow law- 
full deſires from fſinfull luſtings ? 

Anſ. By conſidering,1.the obieQ, 2.quality,and 3. 
quantity of them : It they be carried after things vn- 
lawfull, ſimply ; as private reuenge forbidden, vn- 
cleanneſſe, iniuſtice,&c.Thelſe are wicked,naught for 
ſubſtance, as we may fay after a fort. Thus when a 
womans minde ſtandeth to athes, lye, pitch,raw fleſh 
(as ſuch who do long,are ſubie& to theſe) we know 
them to be ennianie » becaule they are after that, 
which is vawholeſome, and agreeth not with nature, 
when ſhe is in her right frame and temper. Second- 
ly, the quality of them , when they are vehement, 
though aboura thing that is good : Vehemenr,I ſay, 
ſo that they worke a perturbation in vs, and put vs fo 
off the hookes, that weare not our ſelues forthe in- 
ſtant, theſe are ſinfull : Rachel might lawfully haue 
deſired children : but when it comes to Giue me chil- 
daren,or I die :; Tothis, that ſbe will die of the ſullens, 
if ſhe have them not, this lawfull defire is depraued 
and become ſinfull, Thus wee know, naturall heate 
from vanaturall : rhe narurall heate 1s fo temperately 
diſperſed, that it diſturberh nor the ſweete content of 
natures Conſticurion; Bur theſe vnnaturall heats.they 
make the part glow to which they ſhoore, and breed 
atredigns diftemper. Soan ordinate defire doth not 
inerapt the fweete harmony of natures Conſiita:

becauſe Frogges like them; nor Thiſiles the beſt 
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tion: butwhile iris kept in, due order,a man walkerth, 


not teeling diiturbance by it. Thirdly, the quantity: 
For if they beexceſſtue, and vnſatiable, they are ſin- 


full : To haue careof bulineſſe is lawfull; but when 


there isnoend of it, one draweth on another; this is 
{iofull.: So,to take delight, is lawtull: but when men 
dwell vpon it, and vnſatiably after one,muſt haue a 
ſecond,aftera ſecond,a third;this is groſle ſenſuality: 
So to take a cup of wine is lawfull ; but when one 
draught calleth on another,one meeting another;this 
is :nordinate. | 

Que/t. How doe weeknownaturall chirſt from vn- 
nammall>--1 | ry 

Anſ.. The one is fatilticd with a draught or two: 
The other is fo kindled by drinking, thatit ſtill deft- 
reth drinke:. asit fareth in Thirſts cauſed by Agues, 
Heates, and in Droply-like appetite by falt rhewmes 
prouoked. _ | | 

This then ſerueth firſt, to take away the {lander of 
a Chriſtians eſtate, which heareth, as if it were bar- 
red of all liberty; when indeed licentiouſfneſſe onely, 
and ſinfull luſts are prohibited : ſtolne waters, ſinfull 


andintemperate abule, not the vſe of any creatures - 


is reſtrained, True it is, wicked men thinke, there is 
no pleaſure, if they may not have things after their 
owne minde : And as Daniel loued Pulte better then 
the Kings diet, while he had itin holy order; fo they 
contrarily chinke, that onely pleaſant, which is had 
in ſfiofull faſhion : Neuertheleſſe ic is not pleaſanr, 
bur onely ſeemeth fo to their palates, diſtatted with 
ſenſuality. Fennes are not the delightfulleſt places, 
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meate , becauſe an Aﬀes lippes deiire no better - 
Lettice. 

Seconcily , let vs bee aſhamed to runne into our 
luſts, becauſe God doth vle vs fo liberally, as to witi- 
hold nothing icom vs, that is good. It we allow our 
ſcruants plentifully that which is fic for them , wee 
take itthe more heynoully,if they paſlz their bounds, 
and take by ſtealth in hugger-mugger : fo may the 
Lord be highly offended with vs , teeing his hand is 
not ſtraight ouer vs.Letvs therefore ſhake off the ſer- 
uice of ({1nfull luſts, as euer we will haue aſſurance 
that we are Chriſts, A Luſtis an vamercitull Tyrant, 
which will neuer be fatiſhed, but raske thee more and 
more, the more thou obeyelt it : And though men 
may thinke they (hall loſe by this meanes, and part 

with pleaſure; the cruth is, no manever had loſle 
by loſing a Coartezan: It ſhall bee thy 
gaine to breake off with theſe 
ſpicituall harlots.
